Establishes a science, technology, engineering, and mathematics (STEM) collaborative initiative at the UNI.

Requires the Department of Workforce Development, in cooperation with the College Student Aid
Commission, to issue a quarterly report identifying industries that have a shortage of skilled workersin the
State.

Authorizes the use of moneys deposited in the Workforce Training and Economic Development Funds at the
community collegesto be used to develop and implement the National Career Readiness Certificate and the
Skills Certification System endorsed by the National Association of Manufacturers.

Eliminates a minimum score requirement on the initial assessment for tuition assistance purposes.

* Amount of agrant cannot exceed the lesser of one-half of a student's tuition and fees or the amount of
the student's financial need.

® Students must complete coursework within two years or the equivalent of two years for part-time
students. Provides for an additional year if additional classes are required. Provides for re-eligibility
after atwo-year absence with certain limitations.

® Providesfor repayment of funds to the State when a student discontinues attendance before
completion of aterm.

® Specifiesthat any other financial aid received by a student must be considered part of their financial
resources for purposes of determining financial need.

® Requiresthe College Student Aid Commission to submit an annual report including the number of
students receiving assistance and the shortage areas identified.
